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Regarding claims 1 3-20, Applicant's argument regarding support for the amendments has been found convincing. Thus, the 
rejection under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, is withdrawn. 

Regarding claims 1, 7, 13, and 20, Applicant argues that Farenden does not teach or suggest "means for sending from one of the 
plurality of potential visitors a registration request for each of the plurality of potential visitors based upon the received visitation request". 
Examiner respectfully disagrees. Par. 1 1 8 of Farenden teaches various types of candidates, which map to potential visitors in Applicant's 
claimed invention. One of these types of candidates is "referred candidates". Par. 141 and 142 of Farenden go on to teach that these 
"referred candidates" have profiles created (which maps to registration request) for them by, e.g., a campus recruiter. Essentially, one 
person is having a registration request sent for them from another person based upon a visitation request. Thus, Farenden certainly 
teaches "means for sending from one of the plurality of potential visitors a registration request for each of the plurality of potential visitors 
based upon the received visitation request." 
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
